PENNSYLVANIA WAGE CUT 


LESS THAN LABOR BOARD'S 


Detroit. June 28.—The wage reduc- 


tion announced yesterday for main- 
tenance of way employes on the Penn- 
sylvania system geneially averages 
slightly less than that ordered in ef- 
fect on other railroads throughtout 
the country by the United States Rail- 
road Labor board, according to un- 
official advices received here at tho 
general headquarters of the United 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way 
Employes and Railway Shop Laborers'. 


One exception was in the case of 


carpenters, acordmg to information 
here, who were cut four cente an 
hour, or approximately $9 a month, 
by the Pennsylvania. nt-f1eT- Compared 
with the cut of one cent an hour, or 
$2.04 monthly ordered by the Labor 
board. 
The Labor board cut bridge 


and building- and track foreman $6.36 
monthly and the Pennsylvania 
J5 


monthly off the former class and left 
the track foremen unchanged, it was 
said. 


The five-cent hourly cut for sec- 


tion men and laborers ordered by the 
Labor board was applied by the Tenn- 
sylvania, acordlne to the brotherhood 
informant; shop crafts men on the 
line were cut seven cents an hour, 
compared with the seven to nine cent 
schedule applied by the board, it was 
added, and assistant foremen were 
cut three cents hourly by the Penn- 
sylvania adjustment, compared with 
five cents in the Labor board order.

CLEANER FILMS 


Tells Women at Chautauqua Con- 


vention They Can Help Through 


Boycotting Method 


BIG JOB AHEAD 


Cleaning-Up Process Must Start 


Where Pictures Are Made and 


Will Be Done, He Adds 


Chautauqua, June 2S. — Will H. 


Hays, head of the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers and Distributors of Amwica. 
promised the delegates to the Genpr- 
al Federation of Women's Clubs, in 
session here tonight, that mo\ing pic- 
tures woulid be cleansed 
at 
their 


source. It was the purpose of his or- 
ganization, he said, "to establish and 
maintain the highest possible moral 
and artistic standards in film produc- 
tion, and to develop the education il 
as well as the entertainment \alue 
and the general usefulness of motion 
pictures." 


This purpose, he added, is not meie- 


ly a vague gentlemen's agreement, but 
"a legal statement of a legal pui pose 
by a legal organization, and no arti- 
cles of association breathing a more 
important message 
could 
well 
be 


found." 


After referring to the big 
invest- 


ment in the industry, Mr. Hays plung- 
ed into the cleaning-up process, whkh 
has been the subject most generally 
discussed by the federation delegates. 


"It Can Be Done." 


"Therevis one place and one place 


only where the evils can be eliminat- 
ed and the good andj great advantages 
of motion pictures retained," Mr. Hays 
said, "and that is at the point where 
and when the pictures are made. And 
it can bo done then and there, make 
no mistake There is no zone o£ twi- 
light in this -matter. The correction 
can be made, real evil can and must 
be kept out, the highest standard of 
art and taste and morals 
can 
be 


achieved, and it is primarily the duty 
of the producers to do it. 


"It cannot be done in a moment. 


Years of accumulation cannot be re- 
moved in a dny, and it cannot be done 
in a practical manner without the 
support of the public, which support 
I know you will give." 


As to the manner in which the club 


women might help, Mr Hays said 
the easiest way was to refuse to pa- 
tronize theatres that produce objec- 
tionable pictures. He urge,d the fed- 
eration to maintain a vigorous depart- 
ment for better film1* and to appoint 
better film committees in every com- 
munity.

>ou so for more than one day carry a 
flist-aid kit \vith you; also learn to 
recognize poison ivy and then stay 
away fiom it; drink a lot of watei, 
but first make sure that its source is 
clean. 
"Don't use the streets for play if 


there is a vacant lot, a clean ullej, or 
a plajground nearby, if jou must use 
streets for playgrounds, pick a street 
that has no streetcar tracks or hea%y 
automobile traffic.

TROUBLE SHOOTING 


How to Detect and Remedy the 


Open Circuit, Short Circuit 


and Leakage. 


Radio circuits are subject to the 


game ills that the ordinary power 
circuits are si-"lect to. However, to 
cure them la no. euch a difficult task 
as might be supposed, especially if 
some logical procedure Is used. 


If a receiver Is, well put together In 


the first place and all contacts and 
other parts gone* over once in a while, 
there is no rea ion why there should 
be any trouble. But the human be- 
ing is prone to'err, so that for the 
"once in a while'* that is liable to hap- 
pen, this article will be devoted to 
the explanation of what might happen 
to a simple receiver and the best way 
to fix it. 


The usual troubles of the receiver 


fall under one of the following three 
headings: 
• 


1—An open clrcjMt. 
2—A short circuit.

a—Leakage.

An open circuit can most easily be 


detected by meane of a series lamp. 
Nearly every one has available the or- 
dinary 110 volt 'lighting circuit. Take 
an ordinary extension cord and cut 
one wire at anyj1, convenient place and 
sse these two r<nds as test clips or 
tips. The extension cord is plugged 
Into the house lighting circuit at any 
convenient -outlet <' and when the two* 
cut ends are he d together the lamp 
will light as t) e circuit Is closed. 
When the tips rre held open the cir- 
cuit Is "open" aid the light will go 
out.

Suppose It Is <Vslred to test for an 


open circuit In n tuning coil. Connect 
one tip to one e: d of the winding and 
the other test clip to the slider.

slide Is moved back and forth the light 
should remain lighted. • If the light 
goes out at times there is an'open cir- 
cuit in the coll. If the light goes out 
when the coll Is Jarred the' slider does 
not make good contact with the wind- 
Ing. 


If a buzzer and battery .are avail- 


able they can be used in -testing for 
an open circuit In the same -way that' 
the lamp can^ be used. • Connect the 
battery and buzzer in series with the 
test clips or tips and any low resist- 
ance circuit can be tested. . 


The ground connections can be 


tested with a buzzer and battery, but' 
do not .xjsa the house-lighting circuit' 
to test for grounds because one side' 
of the- lighting circuit 'Is already' 
grounded and If the oOler'slde were' 
connected to the ground a short cir- 
cuit would eslst.and an excessive cur-i 
rent 
flow.

If the ground wire Is.connected to 


the water pipe, connect one test tip to 
the ground and the other to the- gas 
pipe, which is also; grounded. The 
buzzer should buzz If one has" a good 
low resistance ground. 


Leakage usually.exists between the 


antenna and the ground. An antenna 
should be well instated from Its sup- 
port. The lead-in should be brought 
down to the point where it enters the 
Wall of the station in such'a manner 
thnt when the wind causes it to 
swing, it cannot touch any grounded 
Material, and that rain and snow can- 
not cause a path along which the cur- 
rent can ground. In bringing the lead-

In through the wall. Insulate It well, 
and inside the station use as short a 
piece of well-insulated wire as is pos- 
sible to make good connection with the 
set. 


To test the continuity of the cir- 


cuit of a pair of telephone receivers, 
touch the tips of the cord phone to the 
tongue. If the receivers are in reason- 
ably Kood condition a slight click will 
be heard. If the response In one re- 
ceiver seems to be weaker than thnt 
In the other, examine the diaphragm 
of the receiver giving the weaker re- 
sponse and see if It is bent toward the 
pole piece.

LEAGUE WINS IN N. J. CASE 


Court Holds That Antt Trust Laws 
Were Not Violated and That Plain- 


tiff Had Suffered No Actual

Damages. 


A victory for the Dairymen's Leagu

Tuesday when Judge Bodine, in New- 
ark, N. J., granted the league a case 
of non-suit In the 
action 
brought 


again it by Thomas D. Merchant. The 
ruling tends to show that the judici- 
',r do not consider tha league- .princi- 
ple as an infringement of the Sher- 
man anti-trust laws. 


Merchant sued the league and F. W. 


Jenssen. & milk dealer, for $150,000 
damages. He claimed that the league 
Aad gained a. monopoly in the milk 
busines and that it had agreed with 
Janssen that he must shut out Mer- 
chant's milk or else he, the dealer, 
could not buy any other milk from 
the league. Claim was made that Mer- 
chant's milk was - refused at one of 
Janssen's stations May 1, 1917, and 
that Janssen told Merchant-that his 
milk would be taken when he Joined 
tho league. 


The league was charged 'by Mer- 


chant of conspiring 
to 
violate the 


Sherman act. 
The trial of the acjlon 


has been proceeding 
several 
days, 


while the plaintiff waa presenting his 
evidence. 
Several times 
the judge 


showed his impatience at the triviali- 
ty and inconsequence of the evidence 
submitted and warned the plaintiff's 
attorneys that unless they produced 
evidence of more Importance he w'ould 
bring the trial to an end. 


In granting the non-suit 
to the 


league, Judge Bodine said that the or- 
ganization was lawful under the anti- 
trust !av?s; that it has a right co-op- 
eratively to sell' the milk of Its mem- 
bers; that there had been no evidence 
presented showing any undue action 
or influence and that the organization 
had not unduly restrained or interfer-
